Cool, and then rub through a sleve to
remove nll the seeds nnd skins, Return
to the preserving kettle, and cook for
ten minutes longer. Now add threa cups
of washed and dried currants, that
have a little gnsh in the eide of each
currant nnd cook again until the mix-
ture is thick, Then fill into sterilized
lasses and when cold, seal in the usual

ly manner. Slow cooking is the real
secret of the deliclous preserve. Place
an asbestos mat under the preserving
kettle, and watch carefully.

Canned Ple Cherries

Wash cherries, and turn on ecloth to
dry, now remove the stones and pack
the staned cherries in fruit jar, adjust
the rubber, and partially tighten the
Jtds place in hot water bath, and pro-
cens for seventy minutes, Remove the
jars from the bath, and seal mecurely,
and set in room free from droughts to
c00l, When the jars are cold, dip the
tops of the jars in melted parafine.

Why Bome Plants Have Thorns

Thorns, which many of us have be-
lieved to be simply a natural part of
the bush or shrub, are caused Ey im-
poverished moil, dryness of atmosphera
and intensity of light. Cases have been
known where two plants of the samn
type will be of entirely different chan.
acter, one having thorns and the other
none at all.

The thorns which we find on rhrubs
and bushes are of two different kinda,
One kind has been forined by stunted
leaves or stems, These, under cultiva-
tion, have a tendency to revert to the
usa originally iIntended for them, and
upon lrowinr. put forth leaves, The
other type originated in a stipule, which
is a small leaflike nfponduo at the
bases of the foot-stalk of a leaf con-
necting the blade with the stem. As
this organ is entirely unnecessary to
the life of the plant, the spine or thorn
under cultivation diminishes and lu
many instances disappears completely.
To partly deprive n plant of light does a
great deal toward the suppression of
thorns,

While thorns are merely the result of
insufficient nonrishment—the stunting
of what would otherwise have been
healthy stems—the question as to
whether thorns are of any real benefit
comes to our minds. This question has
been much disputed, but the fact re-
mains that the thorns act in n xense an
a protection to the plant against ite
enemies, in the form of animal life. A
bush or shrub under cultivation is given
a proper kind of woil, correct at-
mosphere, ete., in which to promote a
healthy growth. Cultivation under these
circumstances diminishes the number of

Moth Warning

Cedar chests do not kill the adult
moth or miller, its eggs. or its worm or
larva stage after the worms have be-
come one-half to full grown. This is
not of great importance, however, for if
clothing is thoroughly brushed, beaten,
or sunned before it 1s placed in chests,
as it should be under any condition of
storage, all the larger worma are re-

nﬁlnes or thorns on these bushes and
shrubs. and in some cases, nfter several
(en?rntiuna. the thorns disappear en-
tirely.
